To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  a 
Town  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  one  or  more  highway 
agents,  one  trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  and 
all  other  necessary  town  officers  and  agents  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  officers  salaries  and 
expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  construction  of 
highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the  Town 
Library,  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  the  support  of 
the  town  poor,  and  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day 
and  Old  Home  Day,  and  for  all  necessary  town  charges 
and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  or  set  aside  the  sum  of  642.16  for  said 
purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
three  dollars  sixty  nine  cents  for  the  town's  share  of 


cooperative  participation  in  the  white  Mountain  Region 
Association. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  on 
the  following  questions:  ''Shall  the  provisions  in 
Chapter  171A  of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing 
games  of  beano  be  adopted  in  this  Town  ?" 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Municipal  Accounting  Division  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dispense  with 
the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  1. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  acquired  through  the  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Article  11.  To  transact  any  other  Business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  district  is  steadily  in- 
creasing, 138  resident  pupils  are  now  registered,  as 
against  133  for  the  preceding  year. 

Of  those  pupils  registered,  66  attend  school  at  Bath 
Village,  22  at  Swiftwater,  and  11  at  Carbee.  One  of 
the  28  high  school  pupils  is  enrolled  at  St.  Johnsbury 
Academy,  2  at  Mclndoes  Academy,  3  at  Lisbon  High 
School,  and  22  at  Woodsville  High  School. 

This  number  will  be  increased  from  28  to  37  for  the 
1955-56  school  year.  The  peak  of  increase  will  not  be 
reached,  however,  until  1959  when  an  estimated  50 
pupils  from  Bath  will  be  attending  secondary  schools. 

Increased  enrollments  cause  increased  school  costs. 
The  school  budget  has  increased  an  estimated  $4,000  for 
the  next  fiscal  year.  $3,250  of  this  increase  is  neces- 
sary because  of  the  9  additional  students  and  by  the 
increase  of  the  rate  of  tuition ;  Woodsville  High  School, 
increasing  from  $250  to  $275  per  pupil  and  Lisbon  from 
$275  to  $300  for  1955-1956. 

The  balance  of  the  increase  is  due  to  an  additional 
transportation  route  to  West  Bath  of  $500.00  and  to 
small  salary  increases. 

The  1955  budget  will  be  the  last  divided  assessment 
of  the  two  districts.  The  Bath  Union  District's  assets 
will  then  have  been  completely  absorbed  by  the  Town 
District. 

The  Board  accepted  the  resignation  in  August  of 
Mrs.  Ida  Gammons,  that  she  might  accept  a  position  in 
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Ashland.  Mrs.  Hildah  Huntoon  of  Lisbon  was  employ- 
ed to  fill  this  vacancy.  Mrs.  Huntoon  holds  a  B.  A. 
degree  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  a 
three-year  diploma  from  Keene  Teachers  College.  She 
comes  to  Bath  with  ten  years  of  teaching  experience. 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  to  be  very  bene- 
ficial as  well  as  popular.  Mrs.  Woods  efficiently  serves 
55-60  pupil  meals  per  day.  The  school  program  would 
be  greatly  benefited  if  a  room  were  to  be  built  on  the 
back  of  the  building  so  that  the  present  lunch  room 
could  be  used  again  as  a  classroom.  The  ever-growing 
enrollment  certainly  warrants  expansion.  The  future 
well  being  of  the  pupils  demands  progress  in  main- 
taining and  expanding  the  school  plants. 

It  has  been  said  that  if  it  is  better  to  travel  than  to 
arrive,  it  is  because  traveling  is  a  constant  arriving, 
while  arrival  ends  further  traveling  and  is  most  easily 
attained  by  going  to  sleep.  Let  us  keep  awake  that 
the  best  interests  of  youth  may  be  served. 

Acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  to  the  school  board 
members  for  their  administrative  interest  and  cooper- 
ation, to  the  teachers  for  their  conscientious  endeavors, 
and  to  the  citizens  of  Bath  for  their  loyal  support  and 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  school  system.

During  the  school  year,  home  visits  were  made  to 
parents  of  first  grade  children.  This  was  an  opportu- 
nity to  explain  the  health  services  offered  by  the  school 
and  to  discuss  any  health  needs  of  the  child.  Pam- 
phlets regarding  eyes,  ears,  teeth,  immunizations,  and 
basic  food  requirements  were  left  with  the  parent. 

Routine  vision  screening  was  done  in  all  grades. 
Written  notices  were  sent  home  when  symptoms  of 
defects  were  found.  With  these  notices,  went  a  form 
for  the  eye  doctor  to  fill  in  after  his  examination.  We 
would  like  these  completed  forms  returned  to  the  school 
for  our  health  records.  In  this  way,  the  school  can 
carry  out  any  special  recommendations  that  are  made 
by  the  doctor. 

The  pure  tone  audiometric  hearing  test  was  done  in 
grades  1,  2,  4,  6,  and  8.  Hearing  tests  were  also  done 
in  the  other  grades  when  a  new  pupil  entered,  when- 
ever there  was  a  question  of  difficulty  in  hearing,  or 
when  the  child  had  failed  the  test  the  previous  year. 
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The  State  Department  of  Health  held  a  series  of 
three  clinics  during  April  and  May.  This  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  have  the  child  vaccinated  and  examined 
before  he  enters  school. 

One  pupil  attended  the  orthopedic  clinic  held  in  Little- 
ton and  one  pupil  attended  an  orthopedic  clinic  held  in 
Hanover. 

I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Bennett,  the  teachers,  parents, 
and  pupils  for  their  ccooperation  during-  the  year.
